The spokesman said officials 
of the sewer district apparently 
have not comprehended the 
necessity for speed in taking 
corrective action because they 
never have been in Lemay at 
the time floods are 

Grounds 


Grounds of the Notre Dame 
Convent and High School were 
not flooded today because of a 
privately owned sewer which 
was built recently across the 
property. Water stands in 
streets around the convent, 
however. 

Rain began about 5 a.m. and 
was accompanied by wind and 
hail in some spots. The inter- 
sections of Broadway and Ripa 
avenue and Broadway and 
Kingston drive were blocked 
by three-foot pools of water. 

County Councilman George 
E. Bohrer (Rep.), Sixth district, 
who represents Lemay said he 
thought better maintenance by 
the Sewer district of existing 
drainage ditches would help 
the situation. He described the 
flooding as “very serious.” 

Bohrer expressed the opinion 
it was impossible to install 
storm sewers because the cost 
would be greater than the con- 
stitutiona] limitation of 5 per 
cent of the assessed valuation 
of the affected area. This would 
prevent issuance of general rev- 
enue bonds, he said. 

The Missouri Highway De- 
partment could hasten the run- 
off by placing a larger pipe 
under Broadway, he said. When 
Bohrer was in the Legislature 
he was instrumental in having 
the State Department install a 
16-inch pipe, he said. 

Bohrer urged co-operative 
action between the sewer dis- 
trict and state agency. 

Alternate Plans. 

William @. Kehr, executive 
director of the sewer district, 
said his organization is consid- 
ering several alternate plans 
recommended by the consult- 
ing firm of Horner & Shifrin 
to reduce flooding in Lemay. 

“Storm sewers will have to 
be built by organizing a sub- 
district,” he said. “It will be 
costly to residents of the area. 
Persons living on high ground 
in Lemay, whose run-off con- 
tributes to the flooding, have 
objected to being included in 
the sub-district.” 

Kehr said the area is served 
now by sink holes, but they do 
not drain fast enough. 

Kehr and a Weather Bureau

Steimel said Robert appar- 

ently crawled into the small 
opening in an attempt to re- 
trieve a toy. The boy suffered 
only a slight scalp lecaration 
and was treated at St. Joseph 
Hospital, Kirkwood. 
Mrs. John J. McGartland, 8751 
Glenwood, said she heard the 
boy’s muffled cries when she 
went to her front door. At 
first she thought the sounds 
were made by an animal, but 
the Kasel boy’s 5-year-old sis- 
ter, Julie, came running up to 
her saying, “Bobby’s in the 
sewer.” 

Stevener, who is unem- 
ployed, offered to go down 
into the sewer when he learned 
what had happened. He pried 
up the cover of a manhole

‘A woman witness to the day- 
light robbery yesterday could 
give officers only a sketchy de- 
scription of one of the men. 
Officers refused to freveal 
whether they had obtained any 
fingerprints from the truck or 


for a getaway and abandoned. 

Their only clue to this area’s 
biggest robbery since the $200,- 
000 holdup of a Federal Re- 
serve bank truck at the United 
States Mint at Denver in 1922 
apparently was a broken key 
chain. ; ; 

The thieves needed only one 
minute to open an automatic 
lock on the truck and toss four 
bags containing the currency— 
$1700 in $100 bills and the re- 
mainder. in bills of $20 de- 
nominations and smaller—into 
the stolen car and drive away. 

Two veteran guards assigned 
to the armored motor service 
truck had gone inside the Jef- 
ferson County Bank 20 yards 
away to haul out bags of coin. 

Leonard Delue, president of 
the armored car firm, said the 
guards, R. K. Peterson, with 
12 years service with the com- 
pany; and John Jeffery, with 
15. years service, followed 
proper procedure. 

“The truck was locked—the 
doors lock automatically—and 
they were only a few yards 
away for just a few minutes,” 
Delue said, There was no ex- 
planation as to how the thieves 
obtained the key. 

Police found the stolen car

LBRICHT TURNS

EAST BERLIN, May 27 
(UPI)—The Herter plan for an 
interim solution of the Berlin 
problem was pronounced “un- 
acceptable and designed to 
draw the Western powers into 
military conflict” by East Ger- 
man Communist leader Walter 
Ulbricht today. 


“IT cannot believe the Ameri- 
can people wish to:be drawn 
into a military adventure over 
West Berlin,” Ulbricht said in 
an interview. 


The interview took place a 
few hours after expiration of 
the deadline originally set by 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev for 
the Western Powers to with- 
draw from West Berlin. The 
deadline passed without inci- 

nt. 


“The Herter statement is a 
repetition of the extreme posi- 
tion taken by the Western pow- 
ers at the outset of the Geneva 
conference,” Ulbricht, first 
secretary of the East German 
Communist party and first 
deputy premier, asserted. 

Not An Initial Step. 

“Under the slogan of free 
elections, it is proposed that 
American troops would actu- 
ally advance eastward. They 
would occupy Karlshorst (pres- 
ent headquarters of the U.S. 
S.R. forces in East Berlin). As 
a rule, conquest of a capital 
city is the last step as a war 
draws to a close, not an initial 
step in the inauguration of a 
new conflict. 

“Adenauer, (West German 
Defense Minister Franz Josef) 
Strauss and (West Berlin May- 
or Willy) Brandt now propose 
to commence a war by the con- 
quest of the capital of the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic.” 

Ulbricht, with Gerhart Eisler 
at his side, condemned “former 
enerals of the Nazi army” 
or influencing Bonn, the West 
German capital, in developing 
an uncompromising position.

The House Foreign Affairs 
Committee provided the change 
of emphasis late yesterday as it 
approved a foreign aid author- 
ization bill which it cut $266,- 
800,000 below President Eisen- 
hower’s request for $3 ,930,- 
The measure, subject to 
House and Senate action and 
to a change of figures in a 
later appropriation bill, would 
authorize new spending of 
$3,642,600,000 plus about $21,- 
000,000 of leftover funds. 

amount was only slightly 
below last year’s authorization 
of $3,656,400,000. 

The over-al] reduction, how- 
ever, does not tell the full story 
the committee plainly intended 
to convey to the Administra- 
tion. 

It increased by $100,000,000, 
Mr. E/isenhower’s proposed 
$700,000,000 allocation for loans 
to help develop backward coun- 


tries. 
Military Slashes. 

It made major cuts in mili- 
tary items. 

It was understood the com- 
mittee also agreed to emphasize 
in its report that the military 
reductions are to be made pri- 
marily in arms aid to Latin 
American and other countries 
not considered to be on the po- 
tential firing line—as are the 
NATO countries, South Korea 
and Nationalist China. Mr. 
Eisenhower already has given 
notice he may ask for more 
funds this fall to speed mod- 
ernization of NATO forces. 

The President’s military aid 
request was cut from $1,600,- 
000,000 to $1,440,000,000. 

The Related defense support 
item, for cash aid to countries 
straining their budgets through 


their military efforts, was 
slashed from $835,00,000 to 
$750,000,000. 


The President’s contingency 
fund, to be used on his author- 
ity in emergencies, was cut 
from $200,000 to $100,000,000. 

One economic aid item, pro- 
viding for grants, not loans, 
was trimmed. This is the spe- 
cial assistance fund, cut $21,- 

800,000 below Mr. Eisenhower’s 
recommendation, to an even 
$250,000,000. 

The committee voted the full 
$179,500,000 Mr. Eisenhower 
had recommended for techni- 
cal assistance to help underde- 
veloped countries get started 
on economic improvements. 

Actual funds for foreign aid 
are provided in separaté ap- 
propriations legislation, These 
cannot exceed, but may well 
cut below, the figures in the 
authorization bill Congress fi- 
nally passes. 

Sound Program. 

Chairman Thomas E. Mor- 
gan (Dem.), Pennsylvania, who 
has favored a strong foreign 
aid program, called the commit- 
tee-approved bill a sound one 
and said he would try to ar- 
range a House vote the second 
week in June. 

He said the committee will 
go back into closed session to- 
morrow to begin writing its re- 
port. 

It was understood the com- 
mittee had obtained private 
agreement with aid officials 
that economic assistance to 
Israel would include some con- 
tinued grants. The Administra- 
tion had planned only loans to 
Israel. 

Meanwhile, Senator J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, sent a letter to President 
Eisenhower asking him to set 
forth his position on Ful- 
bright’s proposal to authorize 
71% billion dollars of United 
States loans over the next five 
years for economic develop- 
ment abroad. 

Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, did not make public the 
letter. He had told reporters 
Monday he would ask Mr. Ei- 

* genhower to resolve what he 
called a split between the 

State Department on the one 

hand, and the Treasury De- 

partment and Budget Bureau 
on the other. 

Fulbright said he is confi- 
dent the State Department sup- 
ports the view that the develop- 
ment loan fund should be fi- 
nanced by treasury bo 
rather than year-to-year ap- 
propriations by Congress, and 
the fiscal agencies oppose the 
idea. 

Senator Everett M. Dirksen 
of Illinois, the Republican Sen- 
ate leader, said Mr. Eisenhower 
told G.O.P. leaders at the 
White House yesterday that he 
suggested such financing when 
the development loan fund was 
set up two years ago. Dirksen 
quoted Mr. Eisenhower as say- 
ing the proposal was rejected 
by Congress. 

Dirksen said he could not 
say whether Mr. Eisenhower 
approves such financing at this 
point. He added there was a

The Traffic Commissioner’s duty: would be 
largely fact-finding; if criteria established by 
the bill are met, he would proceed automatic- 
ally to install the appropriate control device. 
Since the basic standards were set by the 
Traffic Department, the proposal would give 
St. Louis professional traffic control for the 
first time. 

2. A school fire safety ordinance requiring 
all public and parochial schools to comply 
with fire saf requirements of the 1945 
building code within a year. Drafted by a 
team of city building and fire inspection offi- 
cials after the Chicago school tragedy, the 
measure would provide every child the pro- 
tections enjoyed now only by those children 
attending schools that were built since 1945. 
Many of the school buildings were built before 
that date. 

3. A public accommodations bill along lines 
of the one recommended by the Council on 
Human Relations, The measure has been an 
issue in this form since the 1956-57 session 
when Mayor Tucker made a personal plea for 
its passage; it has been defeated each time. 
The bill would prohibit discrimination be- 
cause of race, creed or color in such places 
of public accommodation as hotels, restau- 
Complaints would be in- 
vestigated by a new anti-discrimination divi- 
sion which would attempt to adjust them be- 
fore referring them to the city counselor's 
office for prosecution. 

4. A bill authorizing the appointment of a 
full-time Off-Street Parking Director to su- 
pervise the day-to-day work of co-ordinating 
the city’s parking program downtown and in 
the neighborhoods. That job now is in the 
hands of the Off-Street Parking Commission, 
a non-paid part-time citizens’ group that has 
no staff. 

One or two of these measures certainly 
could be passed before the summer recess. In 
the case of the Parking Director, for example, 
the arguments for and against have been cov- 
ered several times and the need still exists. 
If the fire safety bill were passed now it 
would assure that a year from this fall every 
school would meet at least the minimum re- 
quirements of the 1945 code. In fact, a board 
determined to clear its desk of work before 
the recess could pass all four measures. And 
why not? 


A Questionable Ceiling 

Confusion over a solution to the multi-bil- 
lion dollar farm price support problem is 
shown in the Senate vote on the Williams 
amendment to the stop-gap wheat bill. Polli- 
tics undoubtedly motivated many of the 57 
Senators who approved a $35,000 ceiling on 
crop loans to any one farm or farmer. 

Ellender of Louisiana, the chairman of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee, made a valid 
point when he observed that the proposal 


was taken up on the floor without committee 


consideration. In his view, it would “com- 
pletely frustrate the purpose and concept of 
the present farm program.” | 

While the amendment has a superficial 
plausibility, an objection to it is that it would 
deny some producers the opportunity to place 
their crops under loan and so bring about 
price-depressing dumping on the market by 
big operators. | 

Members of the agriculture committee who 
participated in the floor vote were curiously 
divided. Six Republicans and four Demo- 
crats favored the limitation; five Democrats, 
including Symington of Missouri, were Op- 
posed; two Democrats failed to vote. 

Senator Williams, a Delaware Republican, 
recently has taken the lead in publicizing the 
huge payments made to some farming cor- 
porations under present law. Whether his 
amendment is in the public interest remains 
to be seen. Committee hearings would have 
shed more light on the possible consequences. 


The A.T.&T. ‘Settlement’ 


Was the Justice Department's settlement of 
the anti-trust suit against the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. three years ago a 
largely meaningless gesture? Was the case 
virtually thrown away by the Department un- 
der Herbert Brownell Jr. as attorney general? 

The study and report by the House Anti- 
trust Subcommittee raiSes the questions and 
substantially answers them in the affirma- 
tive. Denouncing the settlement as a “blot 
on the enforcement history of the anti-trust 
laws,” it calls on the Justice Department to 
seek to reopen the case. 

The principal objective of the suit, to 
separate Western Electric, a manufacturing 
subsidiary, from A.T.&T., and break it up, 
was abandoned. The major apparent ac- 
complishment, the freeing of 8600 patents to 
competitors, was conceded to be largely il- 
lusory later on by Stanley N. Barnes, who at 
the time of the settlement was head of the 
Justice Department’s Anti-trust Division. 

As to the assiduity with which this suit, 
brought in 1949 under the Truman Admin- 
istration, was prosecuted in the Eisenhower 
Administration, there are also compromising 
revelations. The first assistant in the Anti- 
trust Division, Edward A. Foote, met private- 
ly with A.T.&T. lawyers and told them he 
did not think much of the Government’s 
case, the investigators report. Even the dis- 
senting Republicans on the subcommittee ad- 
mit Mr. Foote probably committed an “indis- 
cretion”—if inviting the defendants to look 
down the Government’s throat can be so 
termed. Attorney General Brownell, further- 
more, met at a resort hotel with A.T.&T. Vice 
President T. Brooke Price and, according to 
a memorandum by Mr. Price himself, sug- 
gested that A.T.&T. “could readily find prac- 
tices” it could agree to stop “with no real 
injury” to itself. 

Did all this add up to an invitation to the 
defendants to write virtually their own ticket, 
with assurance in advance that if the Gov- 
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posal for income tax withholding fell four 
votes short of Senate passage—though with- 
holding means more revenue without more 
taxes. : 

Withholding remains the. best revenue 
measure of the lot, and the bill should be re- 
considered and passed. In time of need, does 
anything make more sense than full collection 
of the taxes already on the books? 

Getting by on current revenue only means 
something less than getting by for the gov- 
ernment of a growing state. It means no sal- 
ary increases for teachers at the state uni- 
versity and colleges, no improvement in men- 
tal hospital care, no expansion of road build- 
ing, no increase in meager welfare benefits, 

More than a month ago Gov. Blair warned 
that he would call a special session if the 
legislators did nothing more than they have 
done or are doing now. This was fair warn- 
ing. The Legislature may be reluctant to 
raise taxes but if has no mandate to order a 
retreat in state services. It should be quickly 
recalled if it fails the state in the next few 
days.

The new chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, Senator Thruston Morton 
of Kentucky, has struck a blow for the eu- 
phony of the American language and the coni- 
fort of the American ear. On a recent radio 
program one of his interrogators noted that 
during the interview he had not referred to 
the opposition either as the Democratic party 
or the Democrat party, the latter having been

His Heirs Against Caesar 


If Caesar today faced the question of cross- 
ing that little stream northwest of Rimini, 
he might well decide to remain on the far 
side of the Rubicon. For Romans are losing 
interest in doing what always has been done 
in Rome. At least a goodly number of them 
no longer want to study Latin. Senator Medici, 
the Minister of Education, has decreed that 
this June high school students shall not be 
required to translate Italian into the ancient 
Roman language. A brief translation of Latin 
into Italian will suffice. And it is widely be- 
lieved that this is but the preliminary to 
making Latin optional rather than obligatory. 

At this distance the debate sounds very 
much like an American P.-T.A. argument, if 
somewhat more impassioned. The opponents 
of Latin want more emphasis on science, 
mathematics, business courses and modern 
languages. They want to know whether Latin 
really helped Marconi to invent the wireless, 
or whether it is of any use to Italian designers 
in their competition with the fashion houses 
of Paris. Even the lovers of Caesar’s grand 
language mournfully concede that the very 
raising of the question is the beginning of 
the end. 


Yet Latin is far from dead even west of the 
Mississippi, so there need be no undue wailing 
along the Tiber. More than 60 generations 
of Europeans have acquired clear thinking 
and cool courage from Caesar, the desire to 
know from Lucretius, pleasure and mordant 
wit from Catullus, patriotism and fervor from 
Cicero and Livy, tender humor from Virgil, 
worldly wisdom from Horace, and from 
Seneca perseverance in a world out of joint. 

After a fashion, all these can be gleaned 
from translations, or from those who wrote 
greatly in other languages. Yet the old Ro- 
mans are too well.worth knowing in the origi- 
nal to be consigned to the shades, 


First Citizen to Convince 


Formation of a citizens committee to cam- 
paign for the metropolitan district is most 
welcome. Like most legal documents, the 55- 
page district plan to be submitted Nov. 3 can 
be assimilated only with a degree of effort 
that many voters will be unwilling to make. 
It is the citizens committee's job to examine 
the plan and present it to the people, aiming 
for the widespread public understanding nec- 
essary if favorable majorities are to be re- 
turned in city and county. 

As a starter, the committee might direct 
some reasonable persuasion to Mayor Tucker 
and Supervisor McNary. Mr. McNary is.on 
record as favoring the district idea but Mr, 
Tucker’s attitude has been something of an 
enigma. On his record it would be in charac- 
ter for him to indorse the plan, which is 
based largely on the work of the leading po- 
litical scientists at Washington and St. Louis 
universities. Regardless of its minor imper- 
fections, the plan certainly provides a gov- 
ernmental apparatus for solving metropolitan 
problems which is superior to the alternative 
of leaving things as they are. . 

If the citizens could persuade the Mayor to 
indorse the plan and actively support it, one 
of the important uncertainties of the cam- 
paign would be cleared and the chances of 
success at the polls improved immeasurably.

A top Democratic leader in Ore- 
gon says, “The Legislature is taking 
most of the blame” for the inevitable 
disputes. A Hatfield aid figures 
“his popularity no doubt dipped to 
an all-time low in February when he 
had to present a budget message call- 
ing for new taxes but now he has 
bounced high again.”

The fact that Scotland’s 
famed Dundee soccer team was 
able to defeat St. Louis’s 
C.Y.C. Stars at Public Schools 
Stadium last night came as no 
surprise to 5000 watchers. But 
the speed and decisiveness of 
the Scots were both unexpected 
and devastating. 


Most of the better touring 
teams that have shown here in 
recent years indulged in much 
fancy footwork and cross-field 
multiple-pass maneuvering. 
Dundee’s greyhounds moved in 
only one direction—forward. 
They rammed the ball into the 
St. Louis net six times and 
oo by a miskick by a 
ocal defender for another goal, 
earning a 7-0 shutout. 


The Scots, all but two under 
26 and some in their ‘teens, 
were characteristically thrifty 
in their sharing of the ball. 
They gave the C.Y.C. lads 
nothing. The pattern for the 
match was cut when the tour- 
ists took over control at the 
start and kept C.Y.C. from 
crossing the center line with 
the ball until after seven 
minutes had been played. 


Brilliant in putting the -fin- 
ishing touch to swift advances 
was tall Tom Robertson, inside 
right, who scored four times. 
Three of his goals were made 
in the first half, after veteran 
Jim Bonthrone opened with a 
point at five minutes, And 
Bonthrone’s tally was made 
from a Tom Robertson shot 
that hit Goalie Frank Borghi’s 
chest so hard it rebounded be- 
fore he could clutch the ball. 
ox it was a halftime story of 

C.Y.C. Defense Improves. 

At that scoring pace, the 
Scots might have made it eight 
or more for the full 90 minutes. 
But something happened; the 
C Y.C, defenders clung closer 
to their marked men in the 
second half and Dundee marks- 
men went in for longer shots, 
many from well outside the 
penalty box. 

Surprisingly, the visitors 
scored only one clean goal in 
the second 45-minute period, 
Tom Robertson’s last tally, 10 
minutes before the end. The 
other goals came from a pen- 
alty kick by Jim Gabriel, and 
from a mis-directed kick by 
St. Louis defender Tom Dono- 
van. In trying to put the ball 
over the goal line he rifled it 
into his own goal. 

As a further indication of 
the complete control exercised 
by Dundee, the corner kick to- 
tals were 15 for the visitors, 2 
for C.Y.C. 

Obviously, few of the local 
players distinguished them- 
selves. Qne who looked like 
a big leaguer was Charley Co- 
lombo, the center halfback. 
Borghi, too, filled his assign- 
ment well; his only error was 
his failure to clutch the Robert- 
son blast that caromed to Bon- 
throne, But it was a true block- 
buster. 

Most of the fans went to 
the stadium knowing that they 
should expect only an exhibi- 
tion of professional skill by the 
Scottish League team, not a 
true contest. Those who 
thought they were entitled to 
an even match were bitterly 
disappointed. And some C.Y,C. 
players showed they were not 
happy in being made to look 
inept. Tom Donovan, especially, 
was guilty of violent retaliation. 
But, in most cases when the 
chagrined local players resorted 
to high, wild kicking, they hit 
nothing but thin air. 

No athlete likes to be made 
to look foolish, so the C.Y.C, 
may have to revise its planning 
when it thinks about bringing 
another touring club so expert 
in Dundee. 

Skillful Ball-Handlers. 

Scotsmen have been teaching 
soccer in all corners of the 
world for many generations. 
And, for those who wished to 
learn, the agile lads from Dun- 
dee proved fine instructors. 
Each player was a skillful ball- 
handler, clever enough in his 
manipulations of the sphere to 
get out of trouble when tackled. 

That individual skill was the 
basis of a fine performance by 
_fullbacks, halfbacks and for- 
wards. Goalie Reg Morrison 
had little opportunity to show 
his special talents but it’s a 
good bet that he, too, is first 
class.

Old Sec Recalls Gashouse Gang 
--Always Off Base Somewhere .

Editor’s Note: Clarence 
Lioyd, 72, retired president of

sports writer who was traveling 
secretary of the Cardinals from 
1919 through 1937. As h, he 
traveled with the Gashouse 
Gang, which will be honored 
here June 17.. Thinking of the 
old Gang he’ll see again, Lloyd 
couldn’t resist dusting off the 
old typewriter.) 

As traveling secretary for 
the St. Louis Cardinals for al- 
most 20 years, I encountered 
many characters on and off 
the ball field, but there was 


never ‘a group to compare with 
the hell-bent-for-pleasure - and 
victory Redbird team of the 
middle ‘thirties, that colorful 
group nicknamed the Gashouse 
Gang. 

There was never a dull mo- 
ment, day or night, on the field 
or off, ‘in the hotels, on the 
trains. And while it was hilar- 
iously funny if you were on 
the sidelines lodking on, I can 
understand how Frankie Frisch, 
perfectly cast as skipper of 
that crew, came up with a pre- 
maturely snow-thatched head 
of thinning hair. For while 
many of the incidents stand 
out now as humorous, some of 
them at the time were defi- 
nitely on the serious side. 


Dizzy Dean, of course, was 
responsible for a good portion 
of Frank’s worries. At times, it 
seemed that Diz stayed awake 
at nights, thinking of ways to 
worry and annoy the manager. 
I recall one day in New York 
when Dean was scheduled to 


pitch a game against the 
Giants, he told Frisch that his 
arm was so sore he couldn't 
raise it to shave himself that 
morning, Frisch was upset, of 
course, but told Diz he was the 
only available man to pitch and 
that he’d have to start. 

“Go out there and do the 
best you can and go as far as 
you can,” said Frisch. 

All Dizzy did was to shut out 
the Giants.

Walsh made a living in base- 
ball for 10 years, one way and 
another, after his active career 
as a pitcher was finished. His 
1920 season at Bridgeport was 
spent as a full-time manager, 
and he used himself sparingly 
as a pitcher. He worked 22 
innings that season, and had 
a 1-1 record.

The decade that followed 
found Walsh doing many things 
in baseball. He was an umpire 
in the American League in 
1922; a coach for the White 
Sox from 1923 through 1925, 
and from 1928 through 1930, 
and he coached baseball at 
Notre Dame in 1926.

DEPENDING ON what observer you read, which pres- 
sure group you listen to, which of your friends talks the 
loudest, which “letters to the editor” happen to trip your 
attention, television is either the worst blight to befall the 
republic since Benedict Arnold, or mankind’s biggest boon 
since somebody's great granddaddy invented the wheel. It’s 
either a mess or a miracle. 

It’s both. 

As anyone with eyes and ears knows, television is a 
gigantic compound of nonsense, mediocrity and massive 
artistic and imaginative accomplishments which must cer- 
tainly have producers of another age spinning in their 
graves, grateful they operated in a world less complex than 
the current Paleolithic one. 


The total answer to television’s future seems 
to me to lie in the matter of balance. If it tips 
unmistakably toward pattern programming, toward 
every producer industriously seeking to duplicate 
precisely the hits of the season before, it will 
surely deteriorate. 


“What trend do you see—more Westerns, more private 
eyes, etc.?” is the favorite and usually the foremost ques- 
tion of every interviewer seeking copy from us hapless 
creatures who are supposed to foresee these things. 

The question itself is disturbing. It presupposes an 
inevitable and compulsive tendency to copy the current 
successes. 

It assumes the industry is inexorably dedicated to 
slavish imitation of whatever has worked before. Although 
one can be appalled at this gambit, it is not entirely fair 


to indict those who advance it. There is ample fodder to 


nourish their suspicion. 

This past year, “Peter Gunn,” which turned out to be a 
jazz concert with actors attached, had a substantial success. 
It had that surge because of its jazz milieu, style and fresh- 
hess. And, as an obvious result, I have yet to see a private 
eye show proposed fér the coming season in which the 
bengo drums and licorice sticks didn’t have more to say 
than the actors. 

I have no quarrel with producers whose entire purpose 
is simply to be entertaining. I have no nightmares over 


‘the prospect of more private eye, melodrama mystery or 


beautiful and a most wonderful woman.” 


action shows. But I reject totally the right of these shows 
to a place in the television sun if they lack uniqueness, 
difference, style of their own—all the elements which pro- 
ducers worthy of their salt insist on as a matter of personal 
integrity. 

Advertisers and their agents too, must stand up and 
be counted while television's creative determinism is being 
evolved. If gun law rules far too many hours of the tele- 
vision week, the bankroller’s addiction to the law of con- 
formity is responsible. Advertisers seem to forget that in 
reality, in television, as in every other form of entertain- 
ment, the big gambles have, for the most part, paid the 
viggest return. 

The tendency of so many advertisers to hedge their 
‘ets by zealously following a formula that has worked 
‘efore has been a compelling deterrent to invention and 
innovation. 

All of us who produce for television will continue to 
deal in drama, melodrama, comedy, music, all the forms 
which have demonstrated their effectiveness in communi- 
ating excitement, fun, ideas and information to audiences. 
‘hese are the basic materials of our craft. But our con- 
inuance will have foreseeable terminal points if to crafts- 

1anship we can’t add the artistry that results from imagina- 
on, taste, discipline and the inner insistence to do and 
y it better than it has ever beén said or done before. 


To those Doubting Thomases, cynics and deci- - 
mal point devotees who will contend these sound 
like words from an ivory tower, I recommend care- 
ful scrutiny of the major successes of the last five 
years. With a few exéeptions expectable in a me- 
dium as protean as television, you will find they 
all had these ingredients, and the failures lacked 
them. 


If all television’s makers, molders and buyers of pro- 
ams would practice this doctrine as industriously as some 
f them preach it, television would be considerably less 
aessy and more miraculous. 
It can be done.

FTER MY FOURTH or 
fifth television program a few 
years back, a man from New- 
ark, N.J., wrote in. He said ir- 
ritably ,that he was tired of 
hearing so much laughter from 
me. He said it seemed that 
every time he turned on -his 
video machine he heard me 
laughing. It was driving him 
out of his mind. 

At the same time the net- 
work was getting thousands of 
letters from people who were 
writing to me simply to say: 
Thank you for laughing. It 
makes things easier, brighter.” 

If that lone man buried in 
Newark had only known, my 
laughter was not always bub- 
bling at the top of my nature, 
There were times in my life 
when I felt the cold shadow of 
the only emotion I ever dread- 
ed: the bleakness of. unhappi- 
ness. I learned it took tears to 
create laughter. 


I remember that winter night 
in 1936 when I opened the 
door of the house of a friend 
in Greenwich Village in New 
York. I went inside, into a big 
living room, There I saw, for 
the first time in my life, a 
husky, well-mannered man 
with slicked brown hair and 
the most beautiful and useless 
hands I ever saw on a human 
being — “feathers,” I called 
them. He was, as I discovered, 
wise and witty. He was forever 
gay and gentle. I sat down with 
him and our mutual friend 
that night. We talked—from 11 
at night until 7 o’clock the next 
morning——about anything and 
everything. 

Going home in the gray, chill, 
delightful dawn of New York— 
with the streets hosed down, 
the early risers hurrying along 
the sidewalks—I leaned back in 
the corner of my taxi. I 
thought: “I would like to be 
married to a man like that.” 

It was impossible. I was al- 
ready married. I had been 
—— since I was 19 years 
old. 

It happened in the apart- 
ment house that Mother bought 
and moved into after the death 
of my father. The year was 
1922. I was young, eager for 
any kind of adventure, in love 
with life. As we always had, 
we were having a gathering of 
friends one evening with the 
resultant hubbub and pleasant 
eating and drinking that always 
went on. I noticed a silent 
man in a corner. He looked to 
me like a romantic combina- 
tion of John Gilbert and Ron- 
ald Colman, who were my 
idols in the movies. I went 
over to him and introduced 
myself. He shyly told me his 
name: Louis Franklin Carpen- 
ter. 

I do not know the exact mo- 
ment when he asked me to 
marry him but I impulsively 
agreed. Perhaps it was my 
own energy that drove him to 
propose. I told my mother 
about it. She shook her head 
gravely. “You have to make 
up your own mind, Helena,” 
she said. “I’m not going to say 
anything but I am not sympa- 
thetic. You could make that 
young man unhappy, you 
know.” 

‘Nonsense, Mama!” I said. 


The next day we were off to 
Minneapolis. There my fiance, 
a car-salesman, had a new job. 
We had eloped and we let our 
small social world think what 
it wanted to about it. I was de- 
lighted. Lou, in his own re- 
served way, shared my pleas- 
ure. 

I stayed in Minneapolis only 
two months. It was a fine, bus- 
tling city—though a little chilly 
—yet I had the most miserable 
60 days of my life. 

I begged Lou to go back to 
St. Louis. He heard me out, 
nodded solemnly, and said: 
“We'll do whatever you want to 
do, Helen.” 

We went back to my mother’s 
apartment in our house. Lou 
got back his former job. I went 
back to my studies with Lulu. 
We all lived together in the 
boisterous, vital surroundings 
of our previous existence. 
Nothing was changed except 
that my husband had been 
added to my mother, aunt and 
uncle. I do not believe’ Lou and 
I were alone for one moment 
of the years following. I can- 
not blame him for whatever 
frustrations he felt. As I said to 
a friend years later, with the 
reminiscent regret one feels 
about a youthful experiment 
that did not succeed: “Our 
marriage never had a chance.”

mine; he was quiet and in- 
dustrious, while I was impul- 
sive, outreaching. I had met 
Bill Bass, and this man, a year 
older than I at 38, attracted 
me strongly. Sex, yes: but it 
was much more. The keen- 
ness of his mind, his high 
spirits that gurgled over like 
champagne out of a glass; the 
wide interests he had, and the 
roster of friends that matched 
my temperament so well—all 
these stirred me deeply. 

But Bill had his-own im- 
possible situation. He, too, was 
married—unhappily and firmly 
married. His wife was a girl 
from a Boston Brahmin. family, 
beautiful and high-strung. She 
was highly talented as a deco- 
rator. I met her. We became 
good friends. I knew, and she 
knew that I knew, that their 
marriage was on the verge of 
divorce. 

The first -night I got back 
to St. Louis, I asked Low for 
a divorce. He seemed surprised, 
though I had been away from 
him and St. Louis for nearly 


_two and a half years, “Do you 


really mean it?” he asked. I 
nodded. “Is there someone 
else?” he asked. I nodded vig- 
orously. Lou sighed and slowly 
stood up. “It’s still the way it’s 
always been,” he said. “If that’s 
what you want, it’s what I 
want. I wish you'd think it 
over—and give us another 
chance.” I shook my head, 


On Bill’s end of the line al- 
most the same scene was being 
repeated, except that he was 
requesting her to divorce him. 
She first replied as Lou had 
to me. Bill said quietly: “I do 
want to give you a chance. But 
this time I want a chance for 


myself, too.” After that crisis. 


it worked out without a hitch. 
We were granted our divorces 
and, as Bill said, by that time 
our determination had hard- 
ened “so that we would have 
left the country and lived in 
sin the rest of our lives,” if it 
had not worked out. Luckily, 
all four of us in this offbeat 
drama found happiness. Both 
our former spouses married 
again and have their own fami- 
lies, 

I had arrived in New York 
originally on March 17, 1936, 
St. Patrick’s Day. I saw the 
picturesque parading of the 
green up Fifth Avenue; I 
thrilled as always to the sharp, 
keen winds that whistle around 
the skyscrapers, to the great 
unceasing sound of life and 
ambition and activity in the 
city. I had stayed there study- 
ing until the end of May and 
only went back to St. Louis for 
the very definite purpose ‘of 
having those tonsils snipped 
out, 

I had no fear of my vocal 
cords being injured. I had su- 
preme faith in my doctor—Dr, 
I. D. Kelley, a tall man with a 
booming voice who had himself 
studied with Lulu and took 
care of my nose, throat, and 
ear troubles. I was secretly in 
love with him as a child—and 
he must have been sympathetic 
because (he said, on principle) 
he charged me no more than 
three dollars a visit. “One 
singer to another,” he put it. 
He charged $100 for the whole 
operation which came off per- 
fectly.” 

Tonsils out, able to sing 
again, I accepted a spot as 
soloist on the Magic Key pro- 
gram for NBC in New York. I 
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MISS TRAUBEL as she appeared on the Telephone Hour's 
“Great Artists Series" on NBC radio in 1944, 


took a leave of absence for a 
year from my church singing 
and local concerts. I left, not 
knowing I would never come 
back to St. Louis as home. 

I had to find out more about 
myself and my _ capabilities. 
Partly to do this and mostly to 
earn more money to support 
myself in my studies, I went 
back to New York. I said I 
would be delighted to face the 
black oyster of a microphone 
and sing my heart out for NBC. 

I went right to work; earning 
my money, salting away as 


much of it as I could. I sang. 


weekly for months—and then 
abruptly decided I had had 
enough of what I was doing. 
Not because of NBC; I re- 
ceived nothing but the most 
gentle treatment at their hands, 
considering that I was some- 
thing of a radio unknown. My 
reason for leaving in the fall 
of 1937 was much more ele- 
mental: I loathed the way I 
sounded. 

Back to work I went to learn 
to use my voice better. My 
headquarters were in my apart- 
ment at Fifty-seventh street 
and Seventh ‘avenue.

I knew I was 
wrong, but my deep love and friendship for this man 
overcame my better judgment. For family reasons he felt

I knew what 
happened to other women 
but I also know it could 
never happen to me — 
ours was a fine, deep and 
lasting love. Then. the 
impossible happened and 
my world fell in ruins. 
On Tuesday we were to- 
gether. On Wednesday he 
felt “greatly drawn” to 
this girl. On Friday he 
had his first date to see 
if he truly loved her, and 
on Saturday he told me I no longer had a place in his 
life. So far as he was concerned, it took less than 10 min- 
utes to erase completely 14 years and he expected the 
cruel news to be met with charming smiles and gracious- 
ness. The new love is very young. She has money and she 
fits in nicely with his chances for a business promotion. 
He is renouncing his religion. READER. 


He long ago renounced his sense of decency. 
He hid behind “family reasons” to escape the re- 
sponsibilities of marriage and drag your name into 
the dirt. That’s “fine, deep love?” Then he com- 
pounded the felony by walking out.

But even while you are trying to make 
the board see that they should think for them- 
selves rather than let this woman do all the brain- 
work, you can still stand up and fight for your 
own ideas even if she doesn’t approve. Just don’t 
make it a bitter battle and split up the club. Use 
feminine psychology, work with this woman, give 
her the glory she wants, but gently hold the reins 
of authority.

Tribute to Dulles 


CHICAGO, May 27. 

AT THE WOMEN’S DEMOCRATIC CLUB luncheon in 
Washington, D.C., at which I spoke Monday, a tribute was 
paid by all the women present to John Foster Dulles’s 
courage and dedication to his work. Nobody who has 
watched him in the last few years could doubt that he was 
working for what he believed in and working with every- 
thing he had to give. He fought his illness valiantly and 
the sympathy of all women will go to Mrs. Dulles and her 
children in their sad personal loss. 


ON MY WAY DOWN to Washington I was able to read 
some material that had been sent me on a bill in Congress, 
HR 134, sponsored by Representative Eugene J. Keogh of 
New York. I have written about this bill before because it 
seems to me to deal fairly with handicapped people and at 
the same time to give them an incentive to become self- 


supporting. 


When one is severely handicapped there must 
be a great temptation to give up and simply be- 
come a burden upon the community and your 
friends and relatives. But one of the most encour- 
aging things we can observe is to see how few 
‘people really want to do this. 


When it is made possible for the severely handicapped 
to obtain employment, they are often more faithful in 
reaching their jobs than an able-bodied person might be, 
perhaps because they know how difficult it would be to get 
another job. Representative Keogh’s bill would grant an 
additional tax exemption and certain deductions for these 
people to rectify some of the handicaps that were not con- 
sidered in a bill, already passed, that took into considera- 
tion certain medical aspects. I hope Representative Keogh’s 
bill will pass in this session. — 


LAST SATURDAY NIGHT I was privileged to be the 
guest of honor at the Founders’ dinner for the institute of 
cancer research which the American Medical Center at 
Denver, Colo., has kindly named after me. Senator Richard 
L. Neuberger spoke out of his own recent experience of the 
great value of research, and Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr. pointed out that what we did here could have value 
all over the world. 


. This research institute will be working in close 
co-operation with the American Medical Center 
and will have opportunities for the observation of 
patients, since the hospital provides free hospitali- 
sation to victims of cancer in all stages for an 
unlimited time.

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A Visit With the Top Wac

AMONG MY FEEBLE con- 
tributions to the war effort 
some 15 years ago was a 24- 
hour experimental stint as a 
Wac at Scott Air Force Base. 
It is not a matter of record 
that the experiment and my 
newspaper account of it had 
any hand the ultimate vic- 
tory. In f I am to 
think it set the Pentagon's 
time-table back a whole day. 


Somehow, I had the feeling 
that the rest of the detach- 
ment and I were marching to 
different drummers. They 
went right face. I went that- 
away. They zigged. I zagged. 
Given more time, perhaps, we 
could have come out even, but 
the net results, as I re- 
call, were three blisters on my 
floor-scrubbing hahd, a bump 
on my head caused by rising 
too rapidly from an under-the- 
table mop-up job, and a last- 
ing regard for the Women’s 
Army Corps as the most ef- 
ficiently tidy batch of women 
it has been my destiny to meet 
aS a newspaper reporter. 

Had I stayed in 20 years in- 
stead of 24 hours, I could have 
retired with pay, if not with 
glory. But how was a girl to 


_ know? Now, they tell me! 


My informant is Col. Mary 
Louise Milligan, the top Wac of 
them all, fifth director of the 
corps since it was organized 17 
years ago. Col. Milligan, trim, 
petite, blue-eyed and 5-feet-2, 
flew into town the other day on 
a hasty inspection mission, but 
took an hour out to talk with 
energy and pride about her 
uniformed brood. 


There are now some 8000 
Wacs'on duty, in the United 
States and abroad, but they are 
always glad to welcome new- 
comers to take over the spots 
vacated by the early birds now 
retiring. With pay. 


That retirement pay amounts 
to 50 per cent of base pay, 
which means that a retired non- 
com receives from $145 to $175 
a month after 20 years’ service, 
and an officer would receive 
$250 to $350. 


Col. Milligan, a former school 
principal, was prepared for the 
inevitable question: why the 
WAC in peacetime? 

Not only are the 8000 women 
doing important jobs for the 
Government and the defense 
effort, but they’re a nucleus to 
build from in case war comes 
and more are needed immedi- 
ately, she replied. 

*‘We hope and pray it will not 
happen,” she said, “but we rec- 
ognize that preparedness is a 
power for peace. If it becomes 
necessary to mobilize woman- 
power in a hurry, we have the 
cadre for expansion.” 

She sees in military service 
a useful lifetime career for 
women. 

“In the early days, we had 
no career pattern,” she said. 
“We had to find our way. But 
no longer do we have to prove 
ourselves. 


“Today, members of the 


Corps are working throughout

the world in practically every 
phase of the military. They 
are in finance, public relations, 
intelligence, communications. 
The only area in which they 
are not involved is, of course, 
combat. 

“Evarywhere I go, command- 
ing officers of military instal- 
lations are asking for more 
Wacs tobe assigned to them 
because of the work they do.” 


Col Milligan was one of the 
first to enter the corps, but 
when she set foot in Fort Des 
Moines for her initial training, 
she had no idea ahe was taking 
her first step into a new ca- 
reer. She had signed up for 
“the duration and six months.” 
As it has turned out, she will 
stay in until retirement. 

A member of the first 
WAAC (it was an Auxiliary to 
the army in those days) Officer 
Candidate Class, she took to 
military life so well that a 
year later she became director 
of the first WAAC Training 
Center at Fort Des Moines. 


> 
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Ss MIZERANY ~~ 


was appointed a lieu- 
tenant colonel in the regular 
army in June 1945 and became 
a colonel when she was named 
WAC director in January 1957. 
Her rank—highest available to 
members of the WAC—lasts 
only so long as she holds the 
post, and when she steps down, 
she'll trade in her bird insignia 
for the silver oak leaf of a lieu- 
tenant colonel. However, she 
will retire from service as a 
full colonel. 


Although the WAC command 
plans to keep the Corps 
strength at 8000 to 10,000— 
about one-tenth of its wartime 
strength—Col. Milligan is al- 
ways planning new ways to at- 
tract qualified young women 
into uniform. 


Among the new programs de- 
signed to aid recruiting is the 
cadet corporal project, designed 
as a preview to a career as an 
officer. Between her junior and 
senior years of college, a girl 
may sign up for one month’s 
general orientation during 
which she has an opportunity 
to see the various career op- 
portunities in the WAC and 
visit military installations. She 
makes no commitment, but the 
hope is that, the seed having 
been planted, she may return 
to uniform after college gradu- 
ation or even after civilian 
employment, The first year of 
the program, 19 signed up for 
the month’s training. Last year 
there were 34. 

Women can enlist between 
the ages of 18 and 35, and can 
apply for direct commissions 
up to the age of 32. 


With a bachelor of science 
degree in education from Car- 
negie Institute of Pittsburgh, 
and experience as a school ad- 
ministrator, Col. Milligan her- 
self was quickly accepted as one 
of the first officer candidates. 

“It wasn’t a lark then, and 
it isn’t now,” she said. “But
